VIOLENCE 


Clears an Oregon Town of Its Chi- 


namen. 


LA GKASDK, Or., September 25.— The 


ant-Chineec agitation here culminated 
lust night. An armed mob of 200 men 
met outside the city limits at midnight 
and marched to the Chinese quarters. 
They looted the houses and marched the 
Chinese to the city limits and ordered 
thorn to leavu. At a meeting held 
twelve miles from the city yesterday in- 
flammatory speeches were made by an 
attorney named Ksteb and others. The 
mob wns organised at this meeting, and 
led to Lu Grande bv H. O. Uotner, a 
rancher, and Joseph Trucsdale, a saloon 
keeper. The officials attempted to quell 
the riot, but were overpowered, wnr- 
ra.nts have been issued for the arrest of 
the ringleaders.

refuge at the residence of Chinese Mis- 
sionary Trumble. Hia wife and daugh- 
ter we're alone in the house when the 
mob demanded the surrender of the 
Chinamen.

Stewart's Presidential Reso- 


lution Is Discussed. 


A QUIET DAY IN THE HOUSE 


Tension Commissioner Loclircu- Is 


Confronted With Some Very 


Grave Charges. 


WASHINGTON, September 25. — Tho 


first thing in the senate today after the 
routine morning business was the con- 
sideration of Stewart's resolution offered 
Saturday, arraigning the President for 
an attempt to coerce congress into pass- 
ing the silver repeal bill. He began by 
referring to the recent centennial anni- 
versary of the laying of the comer stone 
of the capitol, when, he said; the Presi- 
dent with more than a hundred thou- 
sand high paid government ollicea to 
bestow, with veto power designed for 
extraordinary occasions, backed by con- 
centrated capital and the "venal press," 
turning to tho senate wing declared in 
menacing tones if tho representatives 
there assembled legislated in passion or ; 
prejudice or behalf of sectional or sel-' 
iish interests, the time when the corner ' 
stone was laid, or the circumstances i 
surrounding it, were not worth com- 
memorating. 
This 
sentiment 
was 


cheered by a thoughtless multitude, and 
construed by the venal press as a rebuke 
from the President to the guilty venal 
senate. Stewart then quoted from the 
history of England as to the parlia- 
mentary struggle with the 
Stuarts. 


Coming to the present tinle he charged 
the President, in disregard of hie oath 
of oilice, had allowed the secretary ot 
the treasury to violate the act which 
made 
the 
purchase 
of 
4,500,000 


ounces of 
silver 
per month man- 


datory by exeroisiug unlawful discretion 
and purchasing a smaller 
amount. 


Stewart declared that at no time since 
since Charles I. in either England or the 
United States, had any king openly and 
defiantly-disobeyed the statute winch 
he himself had declared mandatory, or 
allowed subordinates to do the same 
tiling. 


Without concluding Stewart yielded 


to Cameron, Pennsylvania, who spoke 
against the repeal bill.

took up tho printing bill, the pending 
amendment being one for increasing the 
price for composition from 40 to 50 cents 
per 1000 cms.

Burnham were arrested yesterday after- 
noon on suspicion of having murdered 
the former's husband, Peter S. Wil- 
liams, who was supposed to have com- 
mitted suicide in his room at Larson's 
lodging house on MuripoEU street early 
in the morning of September 10th last. 


The case is u rather peculiar one, and 


it will require further investigation be- 
fore the chain of circumstantial qvi- 
dence is complete.

Sheriff Jay Scott yesterday morning. 
Constable Will Henry arrested Mrs. 
Williams, and Deputy Sheriff Peck and

HE EXl'ECTED IT. 


Mrs. Williams was taken into custody 


ihortly after noon. She was somewhat 
surprised and appeared not to under- 
stand why she was being arrested. A 
lady who has rooms in the same " " ' 
house teld her it was in connection \ 
lier husband's death. Mrs. Williams 
bore herself with considerable compos- 
ure until she reached the jail, when she 
began to weep and show Symplons of 
Lain ting. 


Burnham was located in Malaga, and 


was engaged in loading a car at the 
station when put under arrest. 


"1 expected it," he said to thoolllcers. 
Further questioning oh the part of the 


oflicers elicited tho information that li 
had been informed that he would be ar 
rested by J. G. Watford, a special ofli- 
~er of this city. 


WILLIAMS' "snrm 


The circumstances of the "suicide" of 


Williams aro as follows:

It was discovered that Special Olllccr j

and was very jcalouu and that ho had 
lireatencd so kill cither himself or her. 
Ilnrnhiim stated hos heard the' shot 


ing the pistol far from the mark. Even 
if Williams had done so lie could no 
have held it so fur as to prevent powder 
burn. What adds to the strangeness o 
the case is that tUo position Williams 
was lyiiiu in, together with the smalt- 
neas oJ thu room, makes it inij>ossible 
for the pistol to have been held further 
away from him than three feet, no mat 
tor in whose hands it was. 


Sheriff Scott is pursuing his investiga- 


tions diligently, and until they have 
been completed will not speak of the 
case. Mrs. Williams and Burnham 
mado statements yesterday which are 
said to coincide in all important particu- 
lars. Tho former 'in rather good look- 
ing and prepossessing in appearance ant 
manner. Her name has been men- 
tioned iu connection with Burnham's in 
a questionable manner, but nothing 
could be learned yesterday in support o1 
any undue intimacy between the pair. 
In fact some people acquainted with her 
give her a very good name.

Last evening another arrest was made 


in the case which is considered of im- 
portance. Tho man's name is Charles 
Mayrice, and Special OJIicer Wofion] 
swore to a complaint charging him with 
murder.

Jloine Packing company, for itself and 
its agents, brand the accusations of the 
Producers' Raisin Packing company 
which appeared in your Sunday iBBlie na 
false and misleading, and evidently in- 
tended by unfair means to put our com- 
pany at a disadvantage before the raisin 
growers. 


It is a renewal of the cunning policy 


pursued by it lust year to divert atten- 
tion from its own peculiar methods. The 
Producers' Raisin Packing company was 
the first to break prices last year by 
guaranteeing the market, thus promis- 
ing to deliver raisins as low as any, 
knowing that all the packers were not in 
the combine. Whilo doing this they were 
constantly attacking, through the press 
and in 'public meetings, those companies 
that were honestly striving to maintain 
the market, in this way seeking to niiac 
adust that would conceal the crooked 
ness of their own movement?. 


The Shippers' and Commission Mer- 
chants' association at Ban Francisco on 
August 22d adopted a schedule of prices 
in which it was agreed that our crown 
of Fresno grade, which is a No. 2 raisin 
from the grader, could be sold in twenty 
pound boxes at $1 per box f.o.b. It was 
decided last year by the Kaisin Growers' 
association, after much discussion, that 
we might brand a No. 2 raisin three 
crown, and that there could be of loose 
raisins in boxes, both a three crown and 
fancy three crotfn. Wo 'are in harmony 
with the decision of the association j- 
offcring a No. 2 raisin in boxes ae .. 
three crown. The fancy three crown 
raisins were to be $1.25 faced and

had killed himself 
without having

self of tlmlfiict. When asked by the 
undertaker whether he should give her 
husband decent burial she is reported to 
have answered llmt she did not care, 
adding that he had better be buried in 
Potter's Field as she hud no money. She 
said she did not want to bo bothered 
with the matter, but finally tufted that 
her husband being given decent burial. 


THE KHmilPF'K EXI'KltlMKSTS. 


Sheriff Scott has made some'experi- 


ments with ,1 revolver similar to the one 
which was tho instrument of Williams' 
death. He found that at a distance of 
six inches tho piece of paper fired at 
was badly blackened and burned; the 
same result was obtained at twelve 
inclies 
At eighteen inches the paper 


was covered with powder, and aleo at 
two feet. Fired at from a distance of 
four feet the paper on inspection was 
found to have on its surface about fifty 
grains of powder.
